The word being plural is evidence that 
government is divided to meet the many 
requirements of the Church. The word 
itself means a “method of steering or 
control.” An automo- 
bile, a sawmill, a rail- 
road engineer or any 
other piece of ma- 
chinery would be un- 
safe without some 
method of control. A 
citizenship of a city 
would be exposed to 
} all the robbery and 
| evils of the godless if 
it were not for the 
government administered by the city 
officials: How long would the United 
States be safe from foreign entangle- 
ments without a strongly fortified gov- 
ernment? 





THE CHURCH 


Is not something existent in the form 
of every man to do as you please? It is 
placed under the care of certain divinely 
constituted officials, named bishops or 
overseers, and deacons, These are placed 
within the Church to control it, and 
to guide it within a divinely chosen 
course. Regardless of how spiritual mem- 
bers may be, regardless of how wise 
they may be, or even think themselves 
to be, they are all alike placed under the 
watch care of the elders. In Hebrews 13: 
7 we have an example where we are ad- 
monished to “remember them that have 
the rule over you.” In 1 Timothy 5:17 
we are told whom God has chosen to 
“have the rule over us.” 

“Let the elders that rule well be ac- 
counted worthy of double honor.” The 
elders along with the deacons had the 
oversight of the congregations. We 
must also remember that “rulers are not 
a terror to good works.” Romans 13:3. 
They do not hinder, but rather assist the 
continuance of good works. God has in- 
stituted government both for the church 
and state. He has, therefore, warned: 
“Let every soul be subject unto the high- 
er powers. For there is no power but of 
God; the powers that be are ordained of 
God. Whosoever resisteth the power, re- 
sisteth the ordinance of God, and they 
that resist shall receive to themselves 
damnation. For he is the minister of God 
to thee for good.”

The purpose of civil and religious 
government is good, and God will call 
all men to give account for their dis- 
obedience unto those whom He has 
placed in authority, whether in church 
or state. Here in Romans 13:1-7 we have 
civil government and a warning “that 
if thou do that which is evil, be afraid; 
for he beareth not the sword in vain.” 
God will hold men accountable unto civil 
authority. 


If God instituted, and holds men an- 
swerable unto civil authority, He will 
much more hold men to obey spiritual 
authority in the Church. 


PURPOSE 


The purpose of government in the 
Church is to restrain the evil, and to pro- 
mote good. If the Church is to retain 
its holiness and spiritual life, then two 
things must be controlled; i. e., what is 
preached, and the walk and conduct of 
both teacher and laymen. 


If doctrines are perverted of their 
true meanings, then apostacy and sin 
will result. If sin is allowed by practice 
of conduct, then leaven of sin will af- 
fect the whole spiritual framework of the 
Church. False teachers were forbidden in 
the Church. After setting out the quali- 
fications of the bishop, Paul warns: 
“There are many unruly and vain talk- 
ers and deceivers, specially they of the 
circumcision. Whose mouths must be 
stopped, who subvert whole houses, 
teaching things which they ought not, 
for filthy lucre’s sake.” Titus 1:10, 11. 
The mouth of those who imperil the 
truth must be stopped. “For there are 
certain men crept in unawares.” Jude 4. 
These men are called complainers, mur- 
murers, and classed as those who seek 
personal advantages. They are further 
called “mockers” who walk after their 
own lust. Jude 16-18. 


Of your own selves shall men arise, 
speaking perverse things, to draw away 
disciples after them. Acts 20:30. Griev- 
ous wolves are no exception, roving min- 
isters without government and without 
subjection. These are spots in your feasts 
of charity when they feast with you, 
feeding themselves without fear. Clouds 
they are without water, carried about of 
winds; trees whose fruit withereth, with- 
out fruit twice dead, plucked up by the 
roots. Jude 12. Unfruitful workers 
place them as being insubordinate. These 
wreck the life and growth of churches, 
and must be restrained from ministerial 
authority and function, for the safety 
and well being of the Church. 


CONSTITUTED CHURCH 
AUTHORITY 

Church government, as we have seen, 
was set in the Church by the Lord Him- 
self. They ordained elders in every 
church. Acts 14:23. They ordained el- 
ders in every city. Titus 1:5. These, as 
we have seen, were to rule and to have 
the oversight of the flock. Heb. 13:7; 
1 Tim. 5:17; 1 Peter 5:1. They were to 
be men “apt to teach.” 1 Tim. 3:2. This 
shows that they laid the doctrinal foun- 
dation in the local congregations of the 
early Church. They were to rule. They 
were directly responsible unto God for 
the teachings and conduct of the 

churches and also for individuals. 


Therefore, Paul ordered, “Put away 
from among yourselves that wicked per- 
son.” 1 Cor. 5:13. “Withdraw your- 
selves from every brother that worketh 
disorderly, and not after the tradition 
which he received of us.” 2 Thess. 3:6. 
Here again we have evidence that the 
doctrine and rule of coriduct was estab- 
lished by the elders. A disorderly or sin- 
ful person reacts injuriously to the whole 
church. “Purge out therefore the old 
leaven that ye may be a new lump, as 
ye are unleavened. For even Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us.” 1 Cor, 5:7. 

In the event anyone would challenge 
the authority of the apostle who was an 
elder, he says: “Know ye not that we 
shall judge angels? how much more 
things that pertain to this life.” 1 Cor. 
6:3. 


Those who despise government are 
those who are misguided by “filthy 
dreams” and who are defiled in the 
flesh; these being “filthy and defiled” 
speak evil of dominion and _ dignities. 
Jude 8. “But chiefly them that walk 
after the flesh in the lust of unclean- 
ness and despise government. Presump- 
tuous are they, selfwilled, they are not 
afraid to speak evil of dignities.” 2 Peter 
2:10. 


Here again it is these who walk after 
the flesh, and uncleanness of it, and who 
by nature are “selfwilled,” are not afraid 
to defame and disregard in an evil man- 
ner those who are God’s dignitaries. 
Such endanger themselves to the extent 
of being destroyed as brute beasts. Verse 
12. 


It is not a hard thing to obey govern- 
ments where men “honor all men” when 
we “love the brotherhood” and when we 
fear God. 1 Pet. 2:17. Our lack of love 
makes us disobedient to parents, to rul- 
ers and to our brethren. Therefore, we 
are asked to love the brotherhood and to 
be clothed with humility. 


May God teach us the needed meck- 
ness to keep us under subjection to those 
whom God has set among us to have the 
rule and guidance of the Church. 
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BILL OF ON November 28 President Roosevelt, by 
RIGHTS proclamation, set aside December 15 as “Bill 
DAY of Rights Day” to cherish the immeasurable 


privileges which the charter granted, and to 
“rededicate its principles and its practice.” This date marks 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary ‘of the adoption of 
the first ten amendments to the constitution, which guaran- 
teed freedom of religion, press, 
speech, and assembly, and a right 
to petition the government for 
redress of grievances. 

The first Bill of Rights that 
we have record of is an important 
statute in English constitutional 
history, which was enacted in 
December, 1689. Its provisions 
were based upon the Declaration 
of Rights and delivered by the 
Lords and Commons to the prince 
and princess of Orange, who afterwards became William III 
and Mary. This was an act declaring the rights and liberties of 
the subjects, and it was adopted after reciting the unconstitu- 
tional proceedings of James II, who had, as his subjects 
thought, grossly intruded upon their rights and liberties. 
Article 9 of that bill guaranteed the freedom of speech and 
debates or proceedings of parliament without the fear of being 
impeached or questioned in any court or place out of parlia- 
ment. Article 7 provided that the subjects which are Protestant 
may have arms for their defense suitable to their conditions 
and as allowed by law. This article showed that there was a 
lack of religious toleration but sought to offset it by the arm- 
ing of one religious order to protect itself against the other. It 
was said that the Bill of Rights introduced no new principle 
into the English Constitution, but was merely a declaration of 
the law as it stood. It was, however, a thoroughgoing procedure 
in the establishment of a democracy and a great obstruction 
to the setting up of dictatorship. The Bill of Rights as an 
amendment to the English Constitution was therefore a great 
step toward later religious tolerance which has so abundantly 
blossomed in the democracies. 


The American Bill of Rights, which will have its 150th 
birthday December 15, was the first ten amendments to the 
Constitution of the United States and was adopted in 1791. 
It has been said that the Constitution could not be ratified in 
the convention of nine states by all present until an agreement 
was made that such a bill of amendments guaranteeing the 
rights of all states and persons be allowed to be presented later.

But the constitution was ratified by the convention and the 
first ten amendments known as the Bill of Rights later added 
to it. But the people of our fair land, as in other countries, 
who are enjoying special privileges of liberty and freedom, 
have failed to acquaint themselves with or else have forgotten 
the great sacrifices which have brought us into the peaceful 
position which we now occupy. In the words of President 
Roosevelt, those who have long enjoyed the privileges which 
Americans enjoy forget that men have died to win them, take 
the rights for granted, and assume their protection is assured. 

It is of great concern to us what shall be in the future and 
what shall happen to us relative to our freedom and liberty 
guaranteed by the Bill of Rights; but it is altogether fitting 
and proper that we reflect upon the great blessings which 
have been granted us and guaranteed to us by the Bill of 
Rights through the years that have passed and gone and upon 
which our present status stands. Let us open our eyes and re- 
view a few of the provisions which are guaranteed in the bill: 

Amendment | 


Congress shall make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech or of the 
press or the right of the people peaceably to assemble, 
and to petition the government for a redress of 
grievances. 

This is the first and perhaps the greatest amendment and 
without a knowledge of the others, contains sufficient grounds 
for a celebration of all liberty-loving people everywhere. Let 
us further quote from the proclamation of President Roose- 
velt: 

“We, however, who have seen 
these privileges lost in other 
continents and other countries 


ing to those people who enjoyed 
them once and now no longer 
We understand in some 
measure what their loss can mean. 

“And by that realization we 
have come to a clearer conception 
of their worth to us, and to a 
stronger and more unalterable determination that here in our 
land they shall not be lost or weakened or curtailed.” 

It is especially fitting, Mr. Roosevelt asserted, that the 
anniversary be remembered by those institutions of a demo- 
cratic people which owe their existence to the guarantees of 
the Bill of Rights—the free schools, free churches, the labor 
unions, and the organizations of all kinds which “‘sicken and 
disappear” in countries where rights are curtailed or with- 
drawn. 


Yes, Mr. President, we are very glad to cooperate with you 
in the observance of a Bill of Rights Day, for we as Christians 
and as Church of God people have every reason to be thank- 
ful for the Bill of Rights and for that which it has provided 
for all peoples who like to be free in exercises of their God- 
given rights, and to grant all other people the same privilege, 
and this should be the objective of all democratic peoples, 
especially those of us who profess Christianity, for all of those 
who are so thankful for the sunlight of freedom and liberty 
in which they can bask so lavishly should certainly be toler- 
ant of the rights of all others and allow them the same privi- 
leges to bask in the sunlight of the same freedom and liberty 
which has been so graciously provided for all races, creeds, 
and religions in that great document which we know as the 
Bill of Rights.

O 
God, search our hearts and help us to 
examine ourselves that we may know 
whether we be in the faith or not. 


We remember God’s Word hath said 
the heart of man is deceitful above all 
things and desperately wicked. Who shall 
know it? God alone. He knows every in-

tent of the heart; nothing is covered from 
the eyes of God. 


Well, the best remedy we know, if we 
are dried up in our souls, or have lost the 
vision of the blessed Christ and His cross, 
or have been spoiled “through philosophy 
and vain deceit, after the tradition of 
man, after the rudiments of the world, 
and not after Christ, is to get right on 
the Holy Ghost line to God’s power house 
and stay there till you are filled and 
thrilled.

And ye 
are complete in him, which is the head of 
all principality and power,” Col. 2:8-10. 
I am afraid for some of you who tell me 
you don’t have the burden any more.

Since we wrote you last, a little over 
two months ago, a goodly number have 
been saved, backsliders have been re- 
claimed and a number have received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit in various 
places. We have recently had more tar- 
rying meetings here at headquarters; one 
of the Bible school students received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, besides two 
members of the church here at head- 
quarters. 


We have been saddened by the passing 
away of one of our former Bible School 
students named Chacko, who has been 
pastoring in the Tamil district for some 
years. He was much interested in the 
building of the new church in his sta- 
tion, Papanasum, which is about ready 
for dedication now, the people of the 
church there giving part for the building 
and the Church of God the rest. Chacko 
is the second one to be taken in that 
station because of typhoid fever, the 
other one being a Bible school student 
named Aleyamma who was doing Bible 
woman’s work there. Brother Chacko 
leaves a wife, who also was a former stu- 
dent of the Bible school, and one child. 
Formerly his home was in a Hindu vil- 
lage named Noornad. Here he was used 
of the Lord in opening up a good work, 
which is still going on. 

One of these converts from Hindu- 
ism is Esther, who is now working in the 
Tamil district amongst Hindus. Another 
former student of the Bible school is her 
coworker and they live at station Watrap 
with worker Thomas and wife. We met 
them all at our annual convention at 
Madura which was held from Oct. 1-5. 
Four converts from their station followed 
the Lord in water baptism the last day 
of the convention; altogether twenty- 
eight were baptized. One of the four was 
an astrologer, who gave a bright testi- 
mony; his wife was saved at this conven- 
tion. As I was parting from Thomas, with 
deep emotion he said that his great desire 
is to see souls saved and he is rejoicing 
because since last spring ten have been 
converted and baptized in water at Wa- 
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trap. His wife is also a worker and a 
good one, too. They make tours to ten 
different villages around Watrap. Esther 
gave a stirring talk at an open-air meet- 
ing held during this convention. She 
now speaks fluently in the Tamil lan- 
guage, and reads it also. When she first 
came to us, she could not even read in 
her native tongue, Malayalam. Praise the 
Lord for these worthy Bible students. 


The Lord blessed at the Madura con- 
vention. I wish you might have heard 
them sing and rejoice in the Lord. Some 
walked about sixty miles to and from the 
convention; I should say, sixty miles each 
way. Money was collected from the dif- 
ferent stations so three hundred and fifty 
were fed three times a day during this 
convention. We are encouraged by what 
we saw and heard of the way the work 
is going on in the Tamil district and we 
shall expect to hear of greater victories 
as you dear ones hold on in more inter- 
cessory prayer that many now bound in 
heathen darkness may see the light of 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. 


Recently I attended one of our dis- 
trict monthly meetings here in Travan- 
core. Among the many good testimonies 
given was that of a young woman on 
whom the Lord has laid His hand for 
service. She is now being used in house- 
visiting, praying for the sick, etc. As a 
girl, when she was hungry for God, the 
Lord appeared to her as the risen Christ 
with nail-pierced hands, encouraging her 
by showing her that He would save her 
and would lead her on through trials that 
would come to her. She determined at 
that time to follow Him and to suffer 
for Him. 


Later He showed her that she should 
be baptized in water. She was so perse- 
cuted by her brother with whom she was 
staying that it was difficult to get to 
our meetings, but one day, in response 
to her desire to know more about the 
Word on this subject of baptism, one of 
our workers visited the house and taught 
her the perfect way. Afterward she was 
sent back to her home. Her people, who 
are nominal Christians, would force her 
to go to their church against her will, by 
beating her. They tried different ways to 
persuade her out of the idea of being bap- 


tized in water, etc. She was sent to rela- 
tives at a near-by place and later to a 
more distant place, but God showed her 
that she must obey Him so she returned 
home. During this time the Lord was en- 
couraging her by visions. 

On her return home, after being bap- 
tized in water, one of her brothers beat 
her and then as she was praising the Lord 
she received the baptism of the Spirit ac- 
cording to Acts 2:4, after which the 
brother took her to the well and mock- 
ingly baptized her to cleanse her from 
this “defilement” that had come to the 
family. It is a long story and her people 
are still against her for desiring to go 
amongst low castes (untouchables) and 
work for the Master. We praise the Lord 
for this earnest soul and ask you to pray 
for her. With some Bible training she 
will be a more useful vessel in this last 
hour, in the hands of the Lord. 


Last week, early one morning, two 
brethren from station Ommalur came 
to tell us that some of our people had 
been beaten during a meeting in a new 
place that has opened up to us. In this 
orthodox Syrian center three from their 
number have been saved and followed the 
Lord in water baptism. During these 
weekly meetings stones have been thrown 
but they continued to go and witness. 
The night before these brethren came 
here, while one was preaching at this 
meeting, a number of ruffians came and 
beat several of our people, some quite se- 
verely. Some used iron-tipped sticks and 
some pieces of old tires. George has made 
three trips to the place to see the police 
about it and the case is under investiga- 
tion. Much prayer is needed for the hun- 
gry ones in this new place. 


We have written you about the work 
in Calicut. Last week we received letters 
from the two workers we have sent to 
work in a village not far from Calicut 
where there are no Christians—about 
four miles from the city of Calicut. 
They are amongst Hindus, Mohamme- 
dans, the low castes comprising about 
1,500 people there. The evangelists visit 
homes, do personal work and a small 
class of young men are coming regularly 
to the house we have rented for these

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Question: We appreciate the ques- 
tion Box very much and would like 
for you to please explain the following 
scriptures and questions for us: First, 
we have had much discussion in the Sun- 
day school class and otherwise, of 1 Co- 
rinthians 14, about t he unknown 
tongues, and one preacher said that there 
are two kinds of tongues taught in the 
Bible—unknown tongues and_ other 
tongues. This is based on 1 Cor. 14:2. 
Second, when Christ said in Matt. 19: 
24, that it was easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, etc., what 
kind of a needle did He mean? Third, 
will you please explain Psa. 139:15, 16? 
Does this mean that David existed in 
some form before he was born into the 
world?—R. W. F. 

Answer: The first question has been 
explained heretofore in the Question Box 
but for the benefit of those who have 
later become subscribers to the Evangel, 
we shall be glad to further explain. In 
the 12th, 13th, and 14th chapters of 1 
Corinthians we have the one context, 
that is “gifts.” It might be noted that 
the 12th chapter begins with “Now con- 
cerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I would 
not have you ignorant.” The first verse 
of the 13th chapter continues with 
“Though I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and have not char- 
ity, I am become as sounding brass, or a 
tinkling cymbal.” In other words, If I 
had the gift of tongues of men and an- 
gels, and did not have divine love, I 
would be vain. The first verse of the 
14th chapter says, “Follow after charity, 
and desire spiritual gifts, but rather that 
we may prophesy.” This leaves no doubt 
that the tongues referred to in all three 
of these chapters is the gift of tongues. 

The word “unknown” in the 14th 
chapter of 1 Corinthians is a word sup- 
plied by the translators as it will be 
noted by those reading that it is printed 
in italics. In verse 14 we have these 
words, “For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue my spirit prayeth but my under- 
standing is unfruitful,” and from this 
fact, that the understanding of the per- 
son speaking was unfruitful and that 
possibly there were none in the church 
at Corinth who understood the languages 
which had been spoken, the translators 
believed that the word “unknown” 
would best explain this gift of languages. 
However, the 10th verse says, “There 
are, it may be, so many kinds of voices 
in the world, and none of them is with- 
out signification.” This distinctly shows 
that the languages spoken could have 
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been understood somewhere. The same is 
inferred in verse 16, “Else when thou 
shalt bless with the spirit, how shall he 
that occupieth the room of the unlearned 
say Amen at thy giving of thanks, see- 
ing he understandeth not what thou say- 
est?” This justifies the belief that those 
who were well learned or versed in lan- 
guages would be able to understand what 
was said. 

Again referring to the 12th chapter of 
1 Corinthians, and the 10th verse, this 
gift of tongues is referred to as divers 
kinds of tongues or, in other words, dif- 
ferent kinds of tongues; these tongues 
are the same as those mentioned in the 
14th chapter of 1 Corinthians and were 
unknown to the speaker and not under- 
stood by those at Corinth who were lis- 
tening in. This was the particular reason 
for Paul writing to the church at Cor- 
inth, that he might set them straight 
relative to the regulation of spiritual 
gifts. 

Question two. Matthew 19:24 seems 
rather hard for a great many people to 
understand, “It is easier for a camel to 
go through the eye of a needle than for 
a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God.” This amazed the disciples. They 
exclaimed, “Who then can be saved?” 
But the words of Jesus answered the 
question: “With men this is impossible, 
but with God all things are possible.” 
It would be impossible with men for a 
camel to go through the eye of a needle. 
It would be impossible with man for a 
rich man to enter the kingdom of God. 
But God could do either of them. 


The Companion Bible suggests that 
the scripture means the camel with his 
burden. A small door fixed in a gate 
which was opened after dark, is sug- 
gested. To pass through this the camel 
must be unloaded, hence the signification 
that it was difficult for a rich man to 
enter the kingdom. To enter he must be 
unloaded and hence the proverb which 
became common in the East. In Palestine 
it was known as the camel, but we are 
told in the Companion Bible that the 
Babylonian Talmud used the elephant. 
But leaving all other explanations aside, 
the one thing satisfactory is that noth- 
ing is impossible with God. 

Question three. No, Psa. 139:15, 16, 
does not mean that David existed in any 
other living form before he was born in- 
to the world. Of course, he existed. In 
the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth. Afterwards He made 
things out of the material which He had 
created in the beginning. We are also 
told that in Eccl. 3:20, “All go unto one 
place; all are of the dust, and all turn 
to dust again.” Thus David spoke of the 
infinite mind of God and of His fore- 
knowledge of all things, hence my sub-

(Continued trom page 6) 
nestly the best gifts: and yet shew I unto 
you a more excellent way,” 1 Cor. 12:27- 
31, 


Thank God, it is going to be a Church 
without spot. The most excellent way I 
have ever found in God’s Word is a body 
of people trying to measure up to the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily. This ex- 
perience is what establishes the heart and 
blesses the soul. 


We need to serve God in spirit and in 
truth, in the beauty of holiness. “He that 
saith he abideth in him ought himself 
also so to walk, even as he walked,” 1 
John 2:6. Too many are disputing “the 
measure of the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily.” Some say the fulness is being 
baptized in the name of Jesus and they 
will take the sinner as well as the Chris- 
tian and baptize him so he can receive 
the Holy Ghost. But that is not Bible. I 
find according to the Word, and what I 
have seen, that a baptized sinner can 
stumble or mislead more people than a 
dry sinner. I read in Acts 2:1-4, “And 
when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come, they were all with one accord in 


one place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them. And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” 


In the 36th verse we hear Peter as he 
turned to the people and said, “Therefore 
let all the house of Israel know assuredly, 
that God hath made that same Jesus, 
whom ye have crucified, both Lord and 
Christ.” “When they heard this, they 
were pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do? Then 
Peter said unto them, Repent, and be bap- 
tized every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” Peter did some good preaching 
here when he got those old hard-hearted 
murderers and skeptics to accept Jesus 
the only begotten Son of God as their 
Lord and Savior. 

How shall we ever expect to measure 
up to the fulness of the Godhead bodily, 
except we get healed of this awful spir- 
itual blindness? Many are trying to tell 
us today that Jesus and God are one and 
the same person, and I agree with them 
that they are the same in spirit and in 
purpose, but I can’t be so narrow as to 
disbelieve Jesus’ own words, for His Spirit 
and Word is my life and my glory. 

For this cause “I press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus.” “For it pleased the 
Father that in him should all fulness 
dwell.” That doesn’t mean that Jesus was 
just talking to Himself and His Father 
had passed away or His Spirit was in some 
far-off space echoing. I tell you once 
more, you will have to get loose from 
such false doctrine if you ever measure 
up to the fulness of the Godhead bodily. 


“There is one body, and one Spirit, even 
as ye are called in one hope of your call- 
ing: One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
One God and Father of all, who is above 
all, and through all, and in you all.” Eph. 
4:4-6, 

I like to bow my knees in honor and 
praise unto the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named, “that he 
would grant you, according to the riches 
of his glory, to be strengthened with 
might by his Spirit in the inner man;

“How is it that ye do not under- 
stand?” Mark 8:21. 


“How is it that ye do not under- 
stand?” When we look back upon our 
earlier spiritual knowledge and compare 
it with our present knowledge, we are 
amazed and wonder why we could not 
have arrived at our present understand- 
ing years ago. 


The secret of our slow understanding 
is found in John 8:43.
